The immediate effect of the 
legislation, which is expected to 
pass both Senate and House, will 
be to enable the United States to 
make loans to Poland for use in 
economic development projects. 
Funds would come from the $365 
million in zlotys that the Poles 
have set aside since 1957 as pay- 
ment for U.S. surplus food. 


This is standard practice in 
the case of non-Communist coun- 
tries, but was prevented by the 
Battle Act in the case of Com- 
munist Poland. 


Informal talks on possible uses 
of the zlotys have been going on 
for several years. The Kennedy 
administration is expected to 
broach the subject formally as 
soon as the act has been modified. 


CALLS FOR FLEXIBILITY 


Of greater political importance 
is the flexibility the amendment 
will give the President if the 
opportunity should arise to re- 
duce the: dependence of any of 
the East European satellites on 
the Soviet Union. 


Hitherto, the President has had 
only limited discretion to make 
exceptions to the Battle Act. He 
could not exempt countries that 
sold arms,

Rocket in Fuel Test 
Soars 94 Miles High 


WASHINGTON (#—A rocket was shot 94 miles high from Wal- 
lops Island, Va., Sunday to test the behavior of liquid hydrogen— 
a potential space fuel—under zero gravity conditions. 


The National Aeronautics and Space Administration said the 
primary objectives of the test were met successfully. But NASA 
said a secondary objective, recovery of a camera pack mounted in 
the nose cone, failed because of rough seas. The package was para- 
chuted into the seas as planned and was sighted but recovery was 
called off because of the choppy waters. 


The experiment was carried aloft at 6:45 a.m. in an Aerobee-Hi 
research rocket, which burned for 52 seconds. The 26-foot-long ve- 
hicle carried a 303-pound payload. 


The experiment was conducted for NASA’s Lewis Research 
Center at Cleveland, Ohio, as part of its effort to build space ve- 
hicle engines using liquid-hydrogen, liquid-oxygen propellants.

This newspaper long has advocated 
restoration of the balance of powers be- 
tween the legislative and executive 
branches of state government. Because 
of its abdication of responsibility over 
state funds, especially appropriations, the 
legislature lost much of its independence 
in action and became too much a servant 
of the executive department. 

We have supported moves, some of 
them administration - sponsored, which 
would return the legislature to its right- 
ful place. But this did not envision going 
to the other extreme and reducing the 
executive to a nonentity. It did not en- 
vision extending the Assembly’s policy- 
making role to that of administrators and 
executors of that policy. 

Last week, however, the House of 
Representatives passed two measures 
which we fear its members did not con- 
sider too carefully. They were approved 
without much public discussion during 
a week of worry about taxes, appropria- 
tions and school bills. Close analysis re- 
veals them to be a dangerous encroach- 
ment on executive functions.

The measures, H. R. No. 111-297 and 
H. B. No. 297, are described as “appro- 
priations control” bills. The former pro- 
vides for an annual appropriations bill by 
constitutional fiat. But it also provides for 
much more. Sub-paragraphs authorize 
stripping the executive department of al- 
most all responsibility for fiscal manage- 
ment and its rightful role as custodian 
of state funds. 

H. B. No. 297 would set up a 25-man 
finance commission which would be po- 
litical in character and dominated by the 
House of Representatives in which appro- 
priations bills originate. This commission 
thus not only would have total power 
over appropriations but would be em- 
powered to ride herd over every depart- 
ment in their expenditures. The executive 
department and all its agencies would be 
reduced to a position of subservience. 


Few will deny that the process of 
budget making could be improved. But 
destroying the executive department and 
substituting an executive agency com- 
posed of politically minded legislators is 
not the way to do it. 

The State Senate now has these bills 
under consideration. They should be given 
a speedy rejection, especially since they 
would also further weaken that body. 

Georgians. want a strong General As- 
sembly. But in attaining, this objective, 
they do not want to destroy the execu- 
tive.

Proceeding on Schedule 


Georgia will get a good share of the 
nation’s capital spending for navigation, 
flood control, reclamation and military 
projects in fiscal 1962 under the budget 
proposed by former President Eisenhower. 


In categories outside the military, the 
total is more than 35 million dollars. 
Proposed outlay for military facilities is 
almost 19 million. 


While the biggest single expenditures 
will be 15 million dollars for the Walter 
F. George Lock and Dam on the Chatta- 
hoochee River below Columbus and 10 
million dollars for continuing work on 
the Hartwell Dam on the Savannah 
River, there are other important and 
significant projects. Columbia lock and 
dam on the Chattahoochee gets $4,700,000. 

Deepening of the Savannah River 
channel between Savannah and Augusta 
will be continued as will projects to im- 
prove the Savannah harbor. Two other 
dams affecting Georgia, one betwen Cal- 
houn and Chatsworth on the Coosawattee

River and the other at Montgomery, Ala., 
are in the planning stage. 

Gradually the dream of Georgia inland 
ports is materializing. The Savannah 
River, the Chattahoochee and the Coosa 
will open up vast new areas to river traf- 
fic for the benefit of the state’s economy.

This would 
eliminate the bad name Georgia has re- 
ceived for tolerating a racket in which 
blood-testing stations and marriage cen- 
ters are openly advertised.

It was the old James residence back in 1870 when Atlanta was 
the brand-new capital city. The state bought the Victorian thing, tower- 
topped and bay-windowed, for the governor’s mansion, and threw in 
enough land around it for the governor to keep a cow and horses 


and to raise his own vegetables. 


When Gov. Dorsey moved out of the old monstrosity in 1921, Gov. 
Hardwick declined to move in; he checked into the Georgian Terrace. 
So down came the mansion and up went the hotel, in 1922, under a 
50-year lease from the state. It still has more than 11 years to run, 
after which the state gets the buildings. 

The present operators of the hotel naturally don’t want to spend 
a lot of money modernizing it if their lease is going to run out in 1972. 
So it’s only fair to them to settle, now, the matter of the lease there- 


after. 


But why should a state commission, which has existed for a year, 
invite bids for leasing a property that the state has owned for nearly 
a century, and on which the present lease runs for more than a decade 
yet—and invite prospective bidders to make offers not over a six 
months’ period, or even 90 days, but on just two weeks’ notice?

Kennedy Takes 
Calculated Risk 


WASHINGTON—There is some danger that 
President Kennedy's campaign to give a lift to 
the national economy will be misunderstood’ as 


suggesting a degree of anxiety for the future which does not in 
fact exist in his mind. In giving a dramatic tone to his plans on 
this point he is running a risk of creating rather more concern than 


is actually justified. 

No doubt. he sees this as a Cal- 
culated risk, acceptable because 
he does genuinely worry about 
the need to do some things, par- 
ticularly about chronic pockets of 
unemployment here and there. 

There is, however, to this cor- 
respondent’s direct knowledge 
nothing remotely approaching any 
long-term alarm in the President’s 
thinking. His view is that ours is 
an immense, flexible economy of 
very great strength which only 
needs some adjustments. 

He does not for a moment be- 
lieve that the current recession 
will be very long with us. He does 
not for a moment believe that it 
can or will ever reach the depth 
of a depression. He does not, in 
fact, see this as any vast problem 
of any kind, in the lasting sense. 
In his view it will certainly have 
vanished long, long that 
problem he sees as the real and 
central one—the cold war. 

As to economic policy, the 
President is deliberately taking 
up the most un-Pollyannalike po- 
sition possible. 

He would much rather err on 
the side of seeming too gloomy 
than on the side of having been 
too rosy. For he knows that an 
error of the first kind is subject 
to very quick self-cure, whereas 
a too-easy optimism might be en- 
duringly damaging. 

The almost-bleak nature of his 
inaugural. address and of his 
State of the Union message, in 
short, was not caused by any real 
economic fear. This tone was in- 


betore 


troduced for an entirely different 
reason—his conviction that the 
general world scene is bad. 

It is toward this world scene— 
the bitter struggle with imperial- 
ist communism—that his ultimate 
attention and ultimate concern are 
really directed. 

It might be put this way: The 
economic situation, though a gen- 
uine problem, is a problem of 
the second rank with which he 
feels wholly competent to cope 
adequately and reasonably quick- 
ly. The world problem, on the 
other hand, is not only genuine 
but genuinely immense. And here 
the President proceeds also with 
a total determination but with not 
quite that total confidence in the 
final outcome that he has for the 
economic problem 

When the whole business is seen 
in perspective it comes to this: 
The domestic economy requires 
some attention but there is not 
the slightest touch of panic in 
the President’s approach to it. 
All is going to be well; Kennedy 
is moving quickly to put that part 
of our house in full order while 
he marshals for the long. long 
pull over the world scene.

Evidently Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara, with White 
House approval, has decided to 
put promptly into practice the 
wise credo of Teddy Roosevelt: 


“Speak softly but carry a big 
stick.”’ 

In directing the military to 
lower their voices in the cold 


war, President Kennedy is not 
planning to give the services less 
to work with; he is acting to give 


‘them more—more deterrent pow- 


er, more defensive power, more 
limited-war capability. But he is, 
in effect, directing the Joint 
Chiets of Staff and other Penta- 
gon orators to talk about it less. 

The administration’s decision 
rests upon a new tactic and an 
old principle. 

The new tactic is to take some 
of the name-calling out of the cold 
war and to se@ if the Soviets 
might like to follow suit. 

The old principle is that sig- 
nificant pronouncements of foreign 
policy, ‘ineluding foreign mili- 
tary policy, should be made by 
the President or the secretary of 
state. The exceptions are when 
some other high official of the 
government is expressly chosen to 
do so for a special purpose. 

The issue here is not at all one 
of censorship, but a matter of re- 
sponsible government. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are advisers to 
the President. They are advisers

dedicated lead-

to Congress. It is their duty to 
give their candid opinions to con- 
gressional committees when they 
are asked. But they are not ad- 
visers to the country. Therefore, 
when they speak publicly it is 
their duty to expound the policies 
of the President and to speak as 
little or as much as the Presi- 
dent directs.

cially when it treads.on foreign 
policy, downgrades and weakens 
the President’s pronouncements in 
the eyes of other governments. 

It isn’t just the generals and 
the admirals who have occasion- 
ally done harm by talking out of 
turn. It is the brigadier generals 
and the colonels and the others 
down the line who, at one time 
or another, have played into the 
hands of the Communist propa- 
gandists by talking about “drop- 
ping the bomb” and “preventive 
war.” | 

There well may be times to 
raise the nation’s voice louder 
than usual, but if too many raise 
their voices too often, there will 
be no way for the world to know 
which voice is talking policy and 
which voice is just talking.

EFFECTIVE 1958-59 

While the original grants statute

The cost of providing tuition 
funds since the 1958-59 school year 
has been about $2,500,000. The 
state has paid $1,628,867 of this.

In 1958-59 the state paid $501,- 
107 for the education of 6,932 
children affected by school clos- 
ings in Norfolk, Charlottesville 
and Warren County. The local 
governing bodies paid nothing. 
In 1959-60, there were awarded 
4,766 grants totaling $1,033.749. Of 
this, the state paid $437,585 and 
the localities, $596,164. Children 
from more than 80 of the 130 
school divisions received this 
money. 


5,057 APPROVED 


The State Board of Education 
thus far has approved the pay- 
ment of 5,057 grants totaling 
$690,175 in state funds for the 
current school year. The locali- 
ties will put up about the same 
amount — exact figures aren't 
available. 


The department estimates, how- 
ever, that the total number of 
grants approved by the end of 
the school year will reach 7,500. 
The cost to the state will ap- 
proach the 1.4-million-dollar ap- 
propriation for this purpose.

NEW YORK (®#—Put the weekend down as 
tough on travel and basketball winning streaks, 
except for ‘unbeatable’ Ohio State plus Duke 
and Cincinnati, two potential buckeye chal- 
lengers coming on like the winter wind. 


While top-ranked Ohio State breezily led the 
advance of favorites with an 80-58 rout of 
Michigan for its 2lIst straight victory, five of 
the nation’s gaudiest streaks were ditched— 
topped by fourth-ranked Duke’s 81-77 snapper 
against fifth-ranked North Carolina. The Tar 
Heels had won 12 in a row. 


Duke’s triumph, led by sophomore Art Hey- 
man’s 36 points, sped the Blue Devils into sole 
possession of first place in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference with an 8-0 record while avenging 
their only loss of the season in 17 starts—76-71 
to North Carolina in the Dixie Classic final in 
December. 


It was Duke’s seventh in a row since the Tar 
Heel spill, and surging Cincinnati bolted to its 
lith straight and 16th in 19 tries, 77-60 over 
sixth-ranked Iowa at Chicago Stadium. But else- 
where the big streakers went tumbling: 


* ranked St. 


Memphis State (15-2), a prime tournament 
hopeful with six straight victories and 32 in a 
row at home, was walloped at Memphis by 
Dayton (12-6), 96-77. 


And Army, with a nine-game burst represent- 
ing its longest streak in 16 years, was knocked 
off 86-62 by Boston College. 


Coupled with 10th-ranked Kansas State’s 71- 
63 success over Oklahoma, and losses earlier in 
the week for third-ranked Bradley (to second- 
Bonaventure and to Cincinnati), 
seventh-ranked Louisville, and ninth-ranked St.

“I suppose I was self-con- 
scious in the beginning,” she 
admitted, recalling her first 
days at the Atlanta office. ‘‘But 
that soon faded, and I was glad 
I had the opportunity to learn.”’ 


With the patient help of her 
husband, David, Carol was well 
on the way to being at least 
partly self-sufficient when she 
started working at the associa- 
tion. 

“By then,” she said, “the 
hardest part of all was know- 
ing I wouldn't be able to see 
the children David and I want- 
ed to have.”’ 


Her husband drove Carol to 
the Memorial Drive office each 
day and called for her in the 
afternoons when her day’s work 
was finished. 

NEWEST PUPIL 

Mrs. Margaret Bedore, her- 
self blind for many years, is the 
typing instructor at the GAWFB. 
Carol became her newest pupil, 
and quickly mastered the blank 
keyboard of one of the ma- 
chines in the typing room. In 
just three weeks, she progressed 
from typing practice lists to 
helping to get out the mass of 
mail, at an earning rate of 65 
cents per hour. 


Carol's eagerness to learn and 
her increasing efficiency 
merged into the busy atmos- 
phere at the association. Be- 
sides her own work, she man- 
aged to learn more about the 
organization and its activities. 
In an exclusive interview for 
The Constitution, the attractive 
young homemaker seemed as 
eager to share that knowledge 
as she was to tell her own story. 


“There’s a lot going on here 
she said. 


Carol added it was hard to 
put into words how much the 
opportunity to be useful through 
her work at the GAWFB meant 
to her. But there was a greater 
value to come. 

POINT THE WAY 

Through the staff of the as- 
sociation, Carol's case was 
brought to the attention of a 
local ophthalomologist who is a 
member of the organization's 
board of directors. He suggest- 
ed that a thorough examination 
of her eyes might point the way 
toward improving Carol's sight. 
But the girl was reluctant to 
undergo the tests. 


‘“‘In the first place,’’ she ex- 
plained, ‘Il didn’t think I could 
stand it if my hopes were raised 
and then nothing came of it. 
And I still had that terrible fear 
of doctors. The first thought 
that leaped into my mind was 
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that an operation would prob- 
ably be necessary. Entering a 
hospital to undergo surgery was 
a prospect that frightened me 
more than being blind.”’ 


At home that night, Carol and 
David discussed the family they 
both hoped to have. 


“Above everything,”’ the girl 


said, “I knew I wanted the 
chance to see my children.”’

She told David about the 
ophthalmologist’s su g gestion. 
The young couple agreed they 
would face the examination to- 
gether, prepared to accept the 
decision that Carol would nev- 
er be able to see. 


PERFECT VISION 

“You simply can’t imagine 
our joy when the doctor told 
me I could have perfect vision 
if he operated and prescribed 
proper lenses,”’ the young wife 
reported. ‘“‘But a few hours lat- 
er, my old fear of surgery and 
hospitals returned with more 
force than ever before.”’ 


Patiently, day by day, David 
and Carol’s new friends at the 
GAWFB helped to ease her 
fears. 


“David was all for the opera- 
tion, of course,” Carol said. 
“He turned to teasing me about 
it — called me Miss 20-20, for 
normal vision, you know.” 


Carol happily made an ap- 
pointment for the operation. The 
date was set for Jan. 10, 1961. 


When the couple’ returned 
home from the doctor’s office 
after completing arrangements 
for her operation, David start- 
ed reading aloud the day’s mail, 
as was his habit. Carol became 
aware of sudden tension as he 
ripped open an envelope. 


“T could feel that something 
was wrong,” she recalled. 


Then David told her: He had 
already taken his physical ex- 
amination for the draft, and 
that day’s mail brought his final 


notice: He was to report on 
Jan. 1. 
‘That was a real blow,” Carol 


said. ‘‘That ended all our plans, 
because I knew I could never 
face the operation without him.”’

Tt is made up of around 150,- 
000 hand-tied silk knots to the 
square inch. When it is finished 
it will measure 25 by 35 inches. 


Tt will have taken the women 
four months to complete and 
on March 4 it will be presented 
to the Queen when she is in 
Iran on her first State visit to 
the Shah, Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavi and Queen Farah. 


Designed as a wall-hanging, 


it will be one of the finest mod-: 


ern examples of Persian carpet 
work, so delicate the silk pile 
will look like a painting. 


This city, once the capital of 
Persia, still has its blue and 
yellow tiled mosques and mina- 
rets, bazaars, copper beaters 
sitting cross-legged in the 
street. It is one of the world's 
most important carpet centers. 


MUD FLOORS 


Here, from factories which 
may be only one mud-floored 
basement room, Persian rugs 
and carpets are produced which 
sell in the United States and 
— for thousands of dol- 
ars. 


They are made entirely by 
hand by workers ranging from 
children of 12 to semi-blind 
women of 60, who muffle them- 
selves in black veils as they 
betid close to the intricate knots. 
The industry is carried on today 
exactly as it was 500 years ago. 

Even the poorest Persian 
owns his carpet. He carries it 
with him when he moves. On 
hot nights, when he sleeps in 
the street, he lies on it. In win- 
ter, he wraps himself in it. 


In Isfahan, one typical factory 
is Haghighi’s, a dark room with 


8 to 12, who earn about 40 
cents for a 7-hour day, to aging 
experts, who earn about 75 cents 
a day. 


The Queen's carpet-portrait is 
being made in Isfahan’s Fine 
Arts College factory, where a 
senior weaver can earn up to 
$1.50 a day—good pay in low- 
standard Iran. 


The care with which foreign- 
ers treat their carpets would 
make most Iranians laugh. If 
carpets need cleaning, they 
scrub them without fear of dam- 
aging the fibers, for a hand- 
made carpet should last at least 
100 years. They stamp on them, 
wipe their feet on them, even 
drive cars over them. 


GOOD RUG 


This rough treatment pays 
dividends, because foreigners 
delude themselves that a “‘good” 
Persian rug must be faded and 
a little worn. 


This belief dates from when 
carpets were exported in the 
18th and 19th centuries and 
were generally old ones which 
the owners wanted to replace. 


Later, when the Persians tried 
to export new carpets, with 
clear, vibrant colors, they were 
told sharply that “antiques” 
were more popular. Since then 
they have been obligingly turn- 
ing out “antiques” in hundreds 
to satisfy the foreign market. 


Driving through the country 
you will often come upon two 
men with a pile of carpets 
spread out on the yellow, dirty, 
pebbly road. They are fading

6. Now, turn under the seam 
allowance of the edge of the 
lining and place the turned edge 
over the other edge of the tape 
along the zipper teeth. Pin and 
baste into place. Clip the tape 
and lining to fit the curve 
smoothly. 

7. Separate (open) the zipper. 
Adjust the zipper foot attach- 
ment and stitch the lining to the 
zipper tape (lower right illus- 
tration). 

8. Zip the lining into the coat.

We do 
far more for boys, which is 
strange, because girls, in the 
long run, are the ones who even- 
tually set the tone of morals 
and character in a home. They 
are the civilizers. 


Someone has remarked that 
our wealthy men are more 
civic-minded than our wealthy 
women. They say this is the 
reason more energy and char- 


ity goes to boys. Perhaps 
it is so.

GRIFFIN—Walter L. Graefe of Griffin, first presi- 
dent of the Georgia State Chamber of Commerce and 
founder of the world’s largest pimiento canning com- 
pany, died Sunday night at Griffin-Spalding County Hos- 
pital following a brief illness. 


Mr. Graefe was known in mid- 
dle Georgia as the father of the 
multi - million - dollar pimiento- 
growing and canning industry. 


A street near thé hospital was 
named in his honor. 


Mr. Graefe was a member of 
the board of directors of the Com- 
mercial Bank and Trust Co. He 
was a member of the St. George's 
Episcopal Church here. 


He was instrumental In organ- 
izing Georgia’s first state cham- 
ber of commerce and was elected 
its first president when the cham- 
ber was formed in the spring of 
1947. 


A native of Baftimore, Md., Mr. 
Graefe came to Griffin after 
World War I and organized the 
Pamona Products Co., a firm 
which developed into the world’s 
largest canners of pimientos.

A leader in Griffin and Spalding 
community affairs, Mr. Graefe 
served as chairman of the hos- 
pital authority which built the 
Griffin-Spalding County Hospital. 


Mr. Graefe was a veteran of 
World War I. He made Georgia 
his home the day after he was 
discharged from the Army at 
Camp Gordon in 1919. "

AT THE MOVIE 


Centennial Won’t Include 
‘Birth of Nation’ Showing 


By HARRIET HORTON 


Forty-six years ago this Wednesday 


marks the anniversary of the premiere 
of that old movie classic, “Birth of a 
Nation,” directed by D. W. Griffith, 
from its first appearance to the pres- 
ent day a storm center of praise and 
damnation. 


Since 1915, “Birth of a Nation” has 
been seen, it is estimated, by well over 
120 million people. Indeed, unt ne 
With the Wind” came ; we 
along, ‘‘Birth’’ was 
thought to be the top box 
office grosser of all time 
(the accounting records 
were destroyed years 
ago). Even today, as you 
read this, it is being 
shown in a commercial 
theater somewhere in the 
United States and abroad, 
the most long-lived grand- 
daddy of the motion pic- 
ture industry. 

It seems ironic that this film, 
which of course deals with the Civil 
War and the South subsequently in the 
throes of Reconstruction, won’t be 
shown in most Southern cities during 
the current Civil War Centennial ac- 
tivities. Certainly it won’t be shown in 
Atlanta, unless the city censor, Mrs. 
Christine Gilliam, and a lot of other 
people, have a big change of heart.

IT ISN’T my purpose here to jump 
into the fray over movie censorship in 
Atlanta or anywhere else. And, in fact, 
it would be a little foolish to do so in 
the case of “Birth of a Nation,” which 
has been under heavy fire from a num- 
ber of “liberal’’ groups, the members 
of which would ordinarily be loudly 
damning any form of censorship but 
who manage artfully, to look the other 
way when “Birth of a Nation” is 
banned. Thus does the hobgoblin of 
movie censorship get a red carpet wel- 
come in the strangest places. 

I was able to see “Birth of a Na- 
tion’”’ about a year ago, at a screening 
in an Atlanta art house, the manage- 
ment of which. was naive enough to 
think it might be allowed to be shown 
here (it hasn’t since 1944). The co- 
owner of Fine Art Cinema, John Car- 
ter, had once gone to jail ‘for oeyne 
oe bee “Tene 


Mrs. Gilliam’s predecessor by showing 
Hedy Lamarr’s “Ecstacy” here (“Ec- 
stacy” was subsequently given the 
green light a few years ago). 

Mr. Carter, rather wisely I thought, 
declined the opportunity for a second 
crack at martyrdom in the case of 
“Birth of a Nation,” so after a few le- 
gal skirmishes were fought and fizzled, 
the matter was dropped and the ban on 
“Birth of a Nation” stands today and 
that’s that. 

* + + 

THE MOVIE, as you probably 
know, tells the Reconstruction story 
from the Southern viewpoint, and I 
don’t need to tell you that such a view- 
point is hardly objective, and it certain- 
ly wasn’t in 1915. (Just to clinch 
things, director Griffith was himself a 
Southerner.) 

Consequently, there are some ridicu- 
lous moments in “Birth of a Nation” to 
the eyes and minds of sane people to- 
day. But many of the scenes—such as 
the charges and battles, the surrender 
at Appomatox and the assassination of 
Lincoln—have a sweep and poignancy 
that no other American film—no, not 
even “Gone With the Wind’’—has du- 
plicated. 

“Birth” was, moreover, the bottom 
rung to the career ladders of such stars 
as Henry B. Walthall, Mae Marsh, Lil- 
lian Gish, Ralph Lewis, Wallace Reed 
and Donald Crisp. And it made the late 
D. W. Griffith the most famous direct- 
ing pioneer in the history of movies, 

» a > 


I SAID I wasn’t going to argue 
about censorship, but here I go. I no- 
tice that right now “Birth of a Nation” 
is playing commercially in New York 
City, and anybody with the price of a 
ticket can go into the theater and see it. 

I think New Yorkers are a fine 
bunch of people, but I can’t help notic- 
ing that most of them seem to be as 
provincial in their own little way as we 
are in ours. And to judge from some of 
the pamphlet literature I've observed 
drifting down from their area, we don’t 
exactly have a monopoly on crackpots, 
either. 

At any rate, if we aré really that 
far behind comparatively in cultural 
and intellectual development, then we 
do need protection from The Big Bad 
Wolves of Hollywood.

Films Lose Because 


They Ignore Women

HOLLYWOOD — “In 
the old days,” said Lil- 
lian Gish, “they made 
pictures for women. D. 
W. Griffith, my first boss 
in Hollywood, told me 
that 80 per cent of all 
movie audiences were 
women. Now they make 
pictures for men. That’s 
why the theatres are 
empty. The women 
should be brought back.”’ 

I visited with Miss Gish, one 
of the first great movie stars, 
on a recent visit to New York, 
backstage at the theatre where 
she is starring in the Fred Coe 
production, ‘“‘All The Way 
Home.”’ 

“The movies are like my fam- 
ily,” said Miss Gish, whom I 
can still remember quite dis- 
tinctly as the terrified little girl 
hiding from the soldiers in 
“Birth of a Nation.” “And it 
hurts my pride when I see 
theatres coming down. I think 
films have lost what they used 
to have. Who did this to us? 
Perhaps it’s the age-old battle 
between the artist and the busi- 
nessman. 

GOOD MARRIAGE 

“Television didn’t ruin our 
business,”” Lillian continued. 
“With good pictures, nothing 
can ruin the industry. It’s like 
a good marriage — no third 
party can wreck it. It seems to 
me that the producers in Hol- 
lywood today have lost their 
beliefs. No one has anything to 
say any more. If movies had 
Stayed exciting and good, they 
would never have lost their 
audience. 

About today’s crop of stars. 
‘I love Ingrid Bergman and 
Audrey Hepburn.” Audrey has 
some of the wistful quality I re- 
member in Miss Gish, “And I 
love Marilyn Monroe. I didn’t 
see her for a long time. Her 
publicity made me think she 
was one of those obvious types. 
She isn’t like that at all. 

“I was the first film actress

to be taken up. by the intellec- 
tual writer group. They let me 
listen. It was a great and won- 
derful privilege to have known 
Dreiser, Scott Fitzgerald, Menc- 
ken and Nathan.” 

LOVED “GIGI” 

Does Miss Gish still go to the 
movies? Not very often, she ad- 
mits. “‘I loved ‘Gigi’—that was 
a picture for women. But I don't 
care too much for the films that 
come from Hollywood. I see 
more movies from Japan, In- 
dia and England than from 
Hollywood. I haven't been to 
Hollywood for years. The last 
film I made was in Mexico— 
‘The Unforgiven,’ with Burt 
Lancaster and Audrey Hepburn. 

“‘Hollywood,”’ concluded Miss 
Gish, “‘is a geographical condi- 
tion. The climate is against you, 
and the mountains shut off the 
world. I never owned a house 
in Hollywood. I always did my 
job there and came back to New 
York.”’ 

“Are you ever lonely?” this 
reporter asked. 

“No,”’ replied Miss Gish. 
“People from all around the 
world come up and say to me, 
‘I must talk to you.’ I travel 
alone — but I am never alone.”

“I have watched audiences in 
drive-ins,”’ he said. “I can see 
them laughing uproariously, but 
I can’t hear very much. I must 
say I miss the great waves of 
laughter that you get in a thea- 
ter like the Radio City Music 
Hall.” 

It was possible, he conceded, 
that if the drive-in became the 
dominant force in movie exhibi- 
tion it might require a different 
sort of timing by actors in de- 
livering comic lines or in set- 
ting up comedy situations. But, 
said Grant, at his stage of life 
he did not intend to experiment.
